I’m sure all those who 
have played the O'Keefe in the past will 
be disappointed to hear it is cancelled. 
Certainly all of us here who have 
worked so hard to make the tourna- 
ment one of the tops on the circuit, both 
as to the calibre of play and the enjoy- 
ment of the players, are sad at its pass- 
ing. 

To you we want to say a most sincere 
thanks for all the great things you have 
done for us. Nobody could realize or 
appreciate more than we just how much 
you and your wonderful magazine do 
for tennis throughout the world. Your 
personal interest in our welfare, your 
help in getting us top players, often 
surprised and also delighted us. 

I think you know pretty well the prob- 
lems we have had here and will under- 
stand why the sponsors of the tourna- 
ment were receptive to the pro offer. 
Through no fault of anyone in particu- 
lar, we never were able to get the tourna- 
ment on the kind of a business-like basis 
the sponsors wanted. Finances were no 
problem, We were in a position to bring 
in any player on whatever basis was 
agreeable to him and his association.

it hadn’t been for such great “indd 
pendents” as Dick Savitt, Gardnar Mu 
loy, Eddie Moylan and Whitney Reed 
we would not have had any decent rep 
resentation from the U. S. at all, and th 
despite the fact that many of the To 
Ten U.S, players were anxious to co 
to the tournament. 

This year the prospects for a succes 
ful tournament did not look too bright 
The uncertainty of knowing what play 
ers we could get and Mr. Perry Jone 
edict that players playing Toront 
might not be invited to the Pacific South 
west, forced the decision to cancel th 
tournament. We regret the decision mos 
deeply, but I’m sure all the players an 
you and your associates will realize wh 
it was made.

Fraser won 
his serve with great ease most of the 
time, while Drobny was often in trouble 
trying to hold his. At times the rain 
came down so heavily that only the fact 
that the match had to be completed in 
order to finish the tournament prevented 
a postponement. Fraser won 6-3, 6-4, 
6-4 but under normal conditions old 
Drob would certainly have won a set. 

The final between Fraser and Ayala 
was disappointing. Ayala played ex- 
tremely well and merited his victory, but 
Fraser was far from his best. His big 
first serve rarely found the court, and as 
a result his whole game suffered. He 
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served seven double-faults, most of them 
at critical moments, and he lost his 
service six times. Only in the second set, 
which he won at 6-3, was his game up 
to par. Luis displayed a clever, all- 
around game, coming to net frequently. 
In the third set, Ayala broke the Aussie’s 
serve in the third game and then won 
the set on a Fraser double-fault. After 
the intermission, games went with serv- 
ice until Ayala got the decisive break in 
the eighth game, again on a double- 
fault. Ayala held his own delivery, win- 
ning the match on a high-bouncing serv- 
ice which Fraser outed. 

In the women’s division, Christine 
Truman, seeded No. 3, proved too pow- 
erful altogether for her opponents. Only 
Yola Ramirez of Mexico was able to 
make a stand against the British slugger, 
leading Christine at 4-2 in the third set 
of their semi-final. In the other half, the 
defending champion, Maria _ Esther 
Bueno of Brazil, went down to a vastly 
improved Sandra Reynolds of South 
Africa. Bueno did not attack as coura- 
geously as she had last year, and off the 
ground she seemed uncertain. Maria had 
a good opportunity after winning the 
first set and pulling even from a 3-5 
deficit in the second, but Sandra man- 
aged to even the score at 7-5. Rain 
forced an interruption at 4-2, 30-0, in 
the third, with Miss Reynolds in the lead.

FRANCE CRUSHES 
DENMARK 5-0

The members of the Danish Davis 
Cup Team felt confident before the tie 
that they would defeat the French this 
year, Torben Ulrich had been the sensa- 
tion of Riviera Circuit and, for the first 
time, had proved himself on a slow sur- 
face. Kurt Nielsen, we knew, was not in 
good shape. He had the flu at the begin- 
ning of the outdoor season and the only 
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matches he had behind him were our 
Davis Cup tie against Yugoslavia and 
the Paris Championships. In the latter 
event, Kurt lost to Grinda, Darmon won 
the singles, and Grinda and Darmon 
won the doubles. These facts certainly 
should have warned us that we were in 
for trouble, even though Torben was 
playing better than ever, but we were 





trapped by wishful thinking and we 
imagined that Kurt would magically re 
gain his form overnight. 


In the first match of the tie, played 
in a howling gale, Kurt was trounced by 
Darmon who did not even lose aset, win 
ning comfortably at 6-2, 7-5, 6-1. Pierre 
had apparently regained all the conf. 
dence he had lost on the Caribbean Cir 
cuit through his Paris win. The onh 
chance the Dane had of taking this 
match was to get his big volleys going, 
but in the strong gale Kurt had to retreat 
to the baseline, and from there he 
simply did not stand a chance t 
threaten the sound, all-court game @ 
Darmon. There was a short spell where 
Kurt got to 5-3 in the second, but he 
showed his lack of match hardening by 
playing overcautiously. 


In the second singles of the day, Tor 
ben was out for a fifth straight win 
over Robert Haillet. It was not to be 
Robert won the first two sets 8-6, 6-4 
The tide seemed to be turning as Tor 
ben nosed out Haillet at 6-4 in the third 
Both players were loo nervous to come 
in, and the ball crossed the net as mueh 
as 50 times per rally as both players re 
fused to be tempted to rush the net on 
the opponent’s short balls. It is the only 
Davis Cup match I have ever seen where 
both players ran backwards after having 
been brought in on a short ball. After 
the intermission, Torben looked _ the 
fresher of the two. Then suddenly he 
was attacked by a cramp at 1-all and, 
although he was permitted to don a 
track suit for the rest of the match, we 
knew it was only a postponement of the 
inevitable. At 1-5 he reached for a lob, 
fell to the court screaming in agony, and 
had to be carried off the arena. Robert 
was the winner by the strange score of 
8-6, 6-4, 4-6, 5-1, default. 

Before the doubles, Torben declared 
that he could not feel a trace of the 
cramp from the preceding day. He went 
on the court without even warming up 
so as not to tire himself unnecessarily. 
The decision proved to be disastrous. He 
started limping badly after the tenth 
game, his tortured muscles rebelling 
against the strain. It was tough luck, for 
Kurt was displaying his best doubles 
form in a long time. However, it would 
have taken a Kurt and Torben tandem 
at their peak to threaten the smooth 
working French team of Grinda and 
Molinari. The latter’s touch tennis is 4 
perfect foil for Grinda’s power. With 
Torben literally crippled, the French 
team won an easy 3-0 victory and Den- 
mark was out of the 1959 Davis Cup.

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PASSING SHOTS 


by NED POTTER 


HE OFFICIAL ORGAN of the 
T Lawn Tennis Association (Eng- 
land) has published in its May 
| issue the Agenda for the Annual Gen- 
eral Meeting of the International Lawn 
Tennis Federation to be held in Dublin 
on July 8, which meeting will be at- 
tended by three United States delegates 
Victor Denny, President of the US- 
LTA; Lawrence A. Baker, its General 
Counsel; and William J. Clothier 2nd 
of Philadelphia. 

The Agenda, as printed, contains four 
amendments to the Amateur Rules of 
the Federation, adopted at its 1958 
meeting. Each of these amendments is 
followed by the phrase, in parentheses, 
“Proposed by the USA.” 

The fact is that the United States has 
not proposed a single one of these 
amendments. In his letter to the member 
nations of ILTF on February 27, Mr. 
Denny merely stated the position of the 
USLTA with respect to certain of these 
Amateur Rules and concluded by say- 
ing, “We believe it will be helpful if 
the other member nations would duly 
consider the entire broad subject (italics 
ours) of amateurism, regulations and 
their enforcement, and fully instruct 
their representatives prior to their at- 
tendance at the 1959 General Annual 
Meeting. 

Further, in a subsequent letter to the 
Honorary Secretary of the ILTF, Mr. 
Denny stated, “Actually, our feeling 
is that an exchange of viewpoints by 
the representatives of the nations consti- 
tuting the International Lawn Tennis 
Federation will bring forth a construc- 
tive meeting of minds on these various 
phases of the amateur regulations and 
that specific recommendations to be 
answered by a ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ attitude 
will not accomplish as much as a gen- 
eral discussion which we hope may 
bring a constructive final answer.” 

This being the position of the USLTA, 


as expressed by its President, how did it 


happen that the Agenda lists these sug. 
gestions as “Proposed by the USA”? 
Perhaps the explanation may be found 
in the fact that the same person who 
holds the office of Honorary Secretar 
of the ILTF is also Secretary of the 
Lawn Tennis Association (England). As 
these impractical and unenforceable 
rules were largely the product of the 
English LTA, may it not be that, by ig 
noring Mr. Denny’s procedural sugges 
tion and by making his recommer- 
dations subject to a ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ vote, 
the LTA hopes to secure enough suppor 
on the negative side to squelch the up. 
start Americans? 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Denny and 
his associates, on their visits around 
Europe before the Federation meeting 
will be able to set matters straight and 
produce a code of amateur regulation 
which will fulfill the requirements se 
forth in Mr. Denny’s letter as follows: 
“It is our belief that the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation must realiz 
that changed modern conditions demand 
that the Federation rules be practical, 
enforceable, and have the support o 
the players, the officials, the spectators, 
and the press, if the member nation 
are to retain control of the administre- 
tion of the game.” 
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Apropos of this question, there wer 
two letters in the June issue of Worw 
TENNIS which expressed diametricall 
opposite views on the amateur-profes 
sional matter. In one, the writer implies 
that the USLTA is headed for the “dis 
solution of amateur tennis” as, in his 
view, Jack Kramer is “running the ama’ 
teur show.” The remedies he suggests 
might well restrict the activities of the 
professional group—if they could be en 
forced—but would also, inevitably, de 
stroy the amateur game which the writer 
professes to love. How, for example. 
could there be a “gentlemen’s agree 
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ment.” or any other kind of agreement, 
that a player in the First Ten must give 
at least three years to the amateur game? 
This is equivalent to the reserve rule in 
baseball, a professional sport, a rule 
which has been under attack in Congress 
for many years, Is it possible to limit the 
opportunities for advancement in any 
sport or business without the consent of 
the person involved? 

The other letter takes the opposite 
view and suggests that amateurs and 
professionals close ranks and work for 
the common good of the game, The 
answer, it is stated, “lies in an open 
tournament.” And that, believe it or not, 
is what we are coming to one of these 
days. 


A deplorable incident involving our 
Davis Cup hero recently created consid- 
erable attention in the press. Even here, 
in our small Florida community, it was 
reported and one can imagine, there- 
fore, that it must have been given even 
more space in the metropolitan news- 
papers, 

According to this report, Alex Ol- 
medo entered in the California State 
Championship. He only arrived for his 
first match on Friday and was then given 
a bye, a default and another default so 
that he reached the quarter-finals with- 
out hitting a ball. In the semi-final he 
met Clif Mayne, an aggressive player 
who rates No. 21 in the 1958 ranking, 
while Olmedo is No. 2. It is true that 
Mayne has in the last few years, and 
on California courts, taken the scalps 
of other players ranked much above 
him, such as Seixas, but the score of 
6-3, 6-1, 6-0, suggests that Clif either 
was playing way over his head or that 
Alex had an off day. The fact, however, 
appears to be that Olmedo didn’t care 
whether he won or not. If this is actually 
the case, it is a sad commentary on the 
_—— and sportsmanship of our 

ero. 


Now that the Davis Cup preliminaries 
have passed into history, our prognosti- 
cations in last month’s issue have been 
pretty well borne out. We had a perfect 
score in both the Eastern and South 
American Zones, and in the European 
Zone we missed on only four out of 
nineteen ties. We picked the Arabs over 
Roumania in the first round and then, 
in the second round, these same Rou- 
manians upset New Zealand. However, 
the biggest upsets were the defeat of 
Sweden by Chile and of Dertmark by 
France. France should now go on to 
the semi-final along with Italy and 
Spain. Great Britain, however, seems to 
have some difficulty in bringing its men 
to form and, though it is unlikely that 
Ayala will be as effective on grass as he 
is on hard courts, another upset may be 
in the making.

The Town Club in Milwaukee, Wisc., 
was organized in 1890. It was then lo- 
cated near the heart of the city, which 
might be expected from its name.

The old Town Club building on North 
Farwell Avenue was destroyed by fire in 
November of 1953. The Club moved 
into temporary quarters in the Shorecrest 
Hotel after the fire. During this period it 
was decided that, since many of its 


membe.s had moved to suburbia, the 
new Club should be located away from 
the center of town. The new Town Club, 
now located in suburban Fox Point, was 
opened in November of 1955. Facilities 
include a large swimming pool and bath 
house, ample parking and six tennis

courts. In new Town Club

The Western Tournament Committee of 
the Town Club has planned an out- 
standing event in evidence of the ren- 
aissance of the Town Club as a major 
center of tennis activity in the midwest.

Members of the California Tennis 
Club were delighted with the knowledge 
that Alex Olmedo was flying up from 
Southern California to play in the 
California State Championships at their 
club in San Francisco.

Vhe 1934 Wimbledon Championships were won by 
Fred Perry and Dorothy Round respectively. It was 
the first time an Englishman had won the men's 
singles since 1909, the year that Perry was born. The 
last time an English woman had won the singles was 
in 1926, when Mrs. Godfree took the title. Perry beat 
the defending champion, Jack Crawford of Australia, 
in three sets in the comparatively brief space of one 
hour and 12 minutes. Last year Perry had beaten 
Crawford in the finals of both the U. S. and the 
Australian Nationals. Fred’s game was almost flaw- 
less, but on the day of the Wimbledon final Crawford 
Was not a difficult man to beat. It might well have 
been due to his gruelling semi-final match against 
Frank Shields, which was one of the most exciting 
matches on record. It was matched only by Perry's 
defeat of Sidney Wood in the other semi-final, which 
was just as thrilling if less productive of the highest 
tennis. Shields led against Crawford at 3-1 in the fifth, 
while Wood played evenly with Perry until 3-all in 
the fifth. 

The new women’s singles champion, Dorothy 
Round, beat Mme. Mathieu in a three set semi-final 
and then won over U.S. National Champ Helen Jacobs 
in the title round. The two women battled evenly until 
3-all in the third set when Jacobs dropped her service. 
At 3-5 Helen again lost her delivery, and the new 
champion rushed to the net, unable to restrain tears 
of joy. The men’s doubles title was won by George 
Lott and Les Stoefen of the United States, who 
crushed the French combination of Jean Borotra and 
Jacques Brugnon, 6-2, 6-3, 6-4. The new champions had 
accounted for Harry Hopman of Australia and Daniel 
Prenn of Germany in a four set semi-final. The 
women’s doubles provided a straight set victory over 
the two -volleyers, Dorothy Andrus and Mme. 
Henrotin, by the one-up-and-one-back formation of 
Elizabeth Ryan and Mme. Mathieu. True, Mme.

The running battle between Youth and Experience 
resulted in complete victory for the newcomers during the 
1959 French Championships.

mined, or perhaps he has come to the realization of his 
great natural talent, which he treated so casually in the 
past. He won the French Men’s Singles title, beating all his 
opponents quite comfortably on his path to the final and 
dropping only two sets in the process. 

Two players distinguished themselves during the course 
of the tournament. One was a young Australian named 
Martin Mulligan, who resembles Frank Sedgman. He is 
quick on his feet and has excellent reflexes, although he 
still has much to learn. The other is a tall South African 
named Ian Vermaak who has played the circuit on and off 
for several years but has “clicked” this year for the first 
time. His semi-final match against Jackie Brichant, who 
is never easy to beat on any surface, was one of the best 
of the tournament. It left both men thoroughly exhausted 


‘in the last set. Vermaak’s game is reminiscent of Mc- 


Gregor’s, for he moves in the same manner, has a big 
reach and is hard to pass 

Luis Ayala’s quarter-final match against Roy Emerson was 
won by the former in four sets. Luis has no great shots and 
no glaring weaknesses, but he uses his head well and jerks 
his opponent around considerably. Many felt that Emerson 
should have done better since he has the reflexes and the 
attacking game to beat a player of Ayala’s calibre. Neale 
Fraser, “who beat Mulligap decisively before losing to 
Pietrangeli in three close sets, so far has not equalled his 
promise of last year. He seemed fated to annex the titles 
vacated by Cooper, and yet in the Championships inspiration 
eluded him. 

Billy Knight, who was beaten with surprising ease by 
Pietrangeli in the quarter-finals, 6-1, 6-2, 6-1, is neverthe- 
less fast becoming one of the best clay court players in the 
world. He bounds after everything, red hair flying, and 
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Happy Nickie leaped the net after scoring 

the deciding point in the final round. His 

determination and concentration showed 

vast improvement over past performances.

at an easy error, tapped the top of the net lightly to express 
his feelings, whereupon the entire net collapsed and pro- 
ceedings were halted for five minutes. Another match that 
appealed to the crowd was played between Jean Noel Grinda 
and Beppe Merlo, the latter winning in four sets. Consider- 
ing the respective heights of the two opponents, one felt 
the tournament committee was staging a show purely for 
the amusement of the spectators. 

None of the Old Guard reached the quarter-finals. Budge 
Patty went down in the third round to Sweden’s young Jan 
Eric Lundquist in four sets. In the next round, Martin 
Mulligan accounted for Drobny and Jackie Brichant 
eliminated Nielsen. Most astonishing was the elimination 
of highly-touted Rod Laver, a brilliant red-headed Aus- 
tralian, by relatively unknown Lacy Legenstein. 

The women’s singles came through according to seedings, 
with Christine Truman and Suzie Koermoczi meeting in the 
final. Christine has established herself as the player to beat. 
Her volleying has improved and she is so big that it is 
difficult to lob over or to pass her. Suzie is unquestionably 
the best player on the Continent today, and her sharp, dip- 
ping drives are hard to handle. Four other players of talent 
are Mary Carter Reitano, the current Australian champion, 
who is an extremely clever tactician; Rosie Reyes, who is 
having a very good season and is always a joy to watch with 
her clever volleys and all court game; Vera Puzejova, the 
large Czech who possesses an extremely competent game 
and whose very appearance serves to intimidate her op- 
ponents; and finally Sandra Reynolds, the young South 
African who hits the healthiest forehand since Jadwiga 
Jedrzjowska! 


Ingo Buding, brother of Ilse and Edda, 

won the Junior event against Brazil's 

Eduardo Mandorino and took the Plate 

singles against Bob Mark! He is 17 and 
most promising. 
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One player who does not seem to have shown improve- 
ment over last year is Maria Bueno. Her court temperament 
has not undergone any change for the better either. What 
a pity that the moody Maria cannot learn to control her- 
self, for then her game would undoubtedly improve. Now 
she is subject to incomprehensible lapses and “steel el- 
bows.” She has what it takes to become a great champion 
in the way of shots, physique and talent, but she lacks the 
cool disposition of the winner. This season she has three 
times been seeded ahead of Sandra Reynolds, and in each 
case Sandra has beaten her. The two met for the fourth 
time in Paris. Bueno won the first set by playing the brand 
of tennis of which she is capable when she forgets who 
she is. But Sandy kept plugging away and hitting her fore- 
hand with incredible speed until gradually she got the 
upper hand. 

Maria questioned two “gets” of Sandy’s, one of which 
was justified in the opinion of the on-lookers and the um- 
pire, and Sandra did not dispute it. The second time the 
ball was “up” in everyone’s opinion except Bueno’s, and 
there followed the inevitable questioning glare at the 
umpire. Sandra sportingly suggested playing two, at which 
point Maria ostentatiously served two balls miles out over 
the baseline. None of this is worthy of the beautiful brand 
of tennis of which the Brazilian is capable. The contrast 
between these two opponents was striking, for the strongest 
words that anyone has ever heard Sandy utter is. “I was 
so cross!” 

The men’s doubles was won by Pietrangeli and Sirola. 
one of the best doubles teants in the world at the present 
time. They possess that major essential of all good teams— 
the experience of playing with one another over a long

period. There were many excellent matches in this division, 
and as a matter of fact the men’s doubles has saved many 
a tournament this year from downright mediocrity.

The Davis Cup Interzone Final was 
staged for the first time in India and on 
the famously fast !awns of the Calcutta 
South Club. The weather was extremely 
hot and humid, 105 degrees and 88 per 
cent respectively, and yet hundreds of 
enthusiasts turned out on the opening 
day, May 16, to see India mark up a 
substantial 2-0 lead. 

On the previous day the draw was 
made at 12 noon in the office-sanctum of 
the Mayor of Calcutta. The Mayor hin- 
self drew on behalf of India, while Mrs. 
Sankardas, daughter of Dr. H. K. 
Handoo (India’s Foreign Tennis Secre- 
tary) obliged the Captain of the Philip- 
pine Team Noli Reyes. With Naresh 
Kumar to play Deyro in the first match 
on the first day, Dame Fortune wistfully 
smiled on India. 
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Kumar had a surprisingly easy victory 
in three sets, 6-2, 6-2, 6-3. In the 1957 
Davis Cup Tie played at Manila, Kumar 
lost to Deyro in four sets. In the Philip- 
pines, play is confined to hard or clay 
courts, and consistency often wins over 
sustained attack. On grass, slice shots, 
particularly as played from the back- 
hand wing, are treated punitively, and 
that is how Kumar beat Deyro convine- 
ingly. He concentrated on Deyro’s slice 
backhand and came in every now and 
again to finish the point. Furthermore, 
in the enervating conditions, Deyro did 
not marshal his forces adroitly and 
never appeared at any stage to get into 
the game. 

In the second singles, Ampon could 
not handle Krishnan’s power off the fast 
turf. His slice backhand let him down 
and his retrieving capabilities were but 
shadows of his outstanding play in the 
‘40s. The gusty conditions afforded him 
few opportunities to play his wily shots. 
Although he beat Krishnan in Manila in 
1957, the latter’s play has since ma- 
tured while Ampon’s, by contrast with 
1949, has receded perceptibly. Krishnan 
allowed his rival only 5 games in three 
sets. 

It was a foregone conclusion that 
Kumar and Krishnan would win the 
doubles the next day in the shortest pos- 
sible time. Then young Jose hit a hot 
streak and, with more sustained support 
from Deyro, might have won the second 
set. It was not to be, and in the third 
set Kumar and Krishnan strafed any 
pretensions the Filipinos had of forcing 
a breakthrough. 

When India had scored a 3-0 lead, 
the Eastern Zone Final was won and 
plans for crossing the Atlantic to the 
U. S. A. to meet the winners of the 
American and European Zones were set 
afoot. So the two remaining matches in 
which Lal substituted for Kumar and 
Jose replaced Deyro, were of token in- 
terest. India came through with an 
eventual win of four matches to one, 
with Ampon scoring the lone point for 
his team when he defeated Lal in five 
sets.

They 
also grabbed top honors in the Southern 
California Intercollegiates, the Cali- 
fornia Intercollegiates and PCC tourna- 
ments.

UCLA boasted a sophomore-studded 
team, featuring six top sophs in Allen 
Fox, Norman Perry, Roger Werksman, 
Forrest Stewart, Mike Bouck and Randy 
Ellis, and one lone departing senior, 
Capt. Dale Rohland. Fox and Perry 
alternated at first singles all season, but 
Fox wound up on top when he defeated 
Perry 6-4, 6-3, in their third and rub- 
ber meeting of the year in the PCC 
finals late in May. 

Back in March, Perry licked Fox in 
the S. C. Intercollegiate finals. Then, in 
April, Fox evened matters with a finals 
victory at Ojai. Fox won the rubber 
match with a tremendous display of 
sharp service returns, crisp volleys and 
a severe serve. 


Unfortunately, UCLA was barred from 
competing in the NCAA Championships 
for the third straight year because of 
penalties inflicted for football violations. 
But they'll be back in 1960 with Perry, 
Fox, Werksman and Larry Nagler, the 
New Yorker who paced the UCLA 
freshman team this spring. Larry has 
been sensational in tournament play, 
including a thriller with Alex Olmedo. 

UCLA defeated Stanford twice, 8-1 
both times, but those were the only de- 
feats suffered by Bob Renker’s fine In- 
dian team, headed by veteran Dave Nel- 
son and Dick Ogden, a sophomore from 
New Canaan, Conn., who looks like 
a coming collegiate stand-out. Coach 
George Toley suffered several crippling 
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losses at USC before the season started, 
but look for the Trojans to bounce back 
strongly next year. Gregory Grant and 
Dick Leach topped the line-up this 
spring, but they will be augmented by 
such stars as Ed Atkinson, Bobby Del- 
gado and others in 1960. California had 
a strong freshman team and should be 
on the upgrade under a new coach, 
Chet Murphy, next year. Dick Stevens 
is retiring from the collegiate coaching 
ranks after 12 years at “Cal”. The popu- 
lar Stevens will be missed. 

San Jose State, headed by Whitney 
Reed, Jim Watson and Bob Hill, chal- 
lenged Stanford as the best team in 
Northern California. However, both 
Stanford and UCLA beat Reed & Co. 
in dual play. There were three out- 
standing “‘small college” teams in South- 
ern California, including Los Angeles 
State with Larry Smith, Pepperdine with 
Stan Ellis and Redlands with Ron San- 
dys. . 

In the Northwest, the University of 
Washington was tops again, with Ore-

WE HAVE, WE LOSE IT

\ | HEN THE UNITED STATES Davis Cup team re- 
turned from England in July, 1937, America had 
a new hero. Don Budge, the red-headed Californian 

who had won the Wimbledon title and, almost single-handed, 

had beaten Germany and Great Britain, was placed on a 

pedestal alongside his great forerunners, Tilden, Johnston 

and McLaughlin who, like Don, had restored American 
supremacy in the tennis world. 

For those who witnessed the historic battle between 
Budge and von Cramm, as well as all those who had listened 
on the radio or read the newspaper accounts, nothing would 
do but another meeting between these two giants on Amer- 
ican soil. Within a few weeks, von Cramm and Henkel 
arrived at New York. 

The first event on this international calendar was the 
National Doubles at Longwood. The rival teams of Budge- 
Mako and von Cramm-Henkel came through to the final, but 
the result of their meeting reversed the pattern of the Inter- 
zones. The Germans won in straight sets. 

In the singles championship at Forest Hills, the greatest 
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aggregation of foreign players in many a day caused the 
officials to exclaim gleefully, “Another Wimbledon.” In 
addition to the Germans there was an English team headed 
by Charles Hare, and the American contingent included, 
in addition to the Davis Cup team of Budge, Mako, Grant 
and Parker, the rising generation of younger players wio 
would later be champions themselves. Bobby Riggs, Joe 
Hunt and Don McNeill were among them, as well as Wayne 
Sabin, Hal Surface and John Van Ryn. 

When play began, many of these fell by the wayside. 
Henkel lost to Martin Buxby in the second round. Riggs 
beat Mako, and Hare took the first two sets from von 
Cramm in one semi-final. Parker lost to Budge in the other 
semi-final. Von Cramm had difficulty all the way through. 
He dropped sets to McNeill and Surface and needed five 
sets to beat both Grant and Riggs. In the final against 
Budge, von Cramm again carried the match to five sets, 
but there was never any doubt about Budge’s superiority 
and the thrills of the Davis Cup meeting were not repeated. 

Budge and von Cramm met again with the same result

in the final of the Pacific Southwest Championships, but 
in the Pacific Coast event at San Francisco Riggs took his 
revenge on the German, only to lose to Budge in the semi- 
final. In the final Budge beat a new California Star, Frank 
Kovacs. Soon thereafter the Germans, together with Budge 
and Mako, set sail for Australia where a series of triangular 
matches was held between the Americans, Germans and 
Australians preliminary to the Australian Championships. 
In one of these matches, best of three sets, von Cramm 
scored his only victory over Budge. The Australian gal- 
lery was bitterly disappointed and it was felt that Don 
was not really trying. But in spite of this momentary lapse, 
Budge had clearly won his place as the premier player of 
the year and was ranked Number One in America and in 
the World’s First Ten. 

In the early days of 1938, Budge continued his winning 
ways by beating Bromwich in the final of the Australian 
Championships in straight sets. Those who looked forward 
to another Budge-von Cramm thriller were disappointed but 
had the compensation that it was their compatriot, Brom- 
wich, who put out the German in the semi-final. 

Following these championships, the Australians began 
quietly to prepare their team for its Davis Cup challenge 
while the Americans and Germans departed for their homes. 
The Americans were scarcely settled at their firesides when 
the entire tennis world was shocked by the news that von 
Cramm had been arrested on his arrival in Germany. The 
Nazis tried to keep the affair a dark secret, but inquiries 
through the Dutch Legation in Berlin by von Cramm’s 
cousin, Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands, brought to 
light the fact that von Cramm was charged with a moral 
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offense. Many of his friends in other countries refused to 
believe this was the true reason and rumors multiplied. 
One such rumor had it that while in Australia von Cramm 
had seen a moving picture which had been banned in 
Germany and that his partner, Henkel, had informed against 
him. Whatever the truth may have been, von Cramm was 
lost to the German team and, as one of Hitler’s exploits had 
been the annexation of Austria, George von Metaxa, a 
former Austrian player, was annexed as Henkel’s Davis 
Cup partner. Though Metaxa was no von Cramm, the 
Germans again came through in the European Zone, beat- 
ing France in the semi-final and Yugoslavia in the final 
round. 

The Germans, however, passed up the French Champion- 
ships where Budge won his second major title of the year. 
Menzel of Czechoslovakia beat Puncec of Yugoslavia in one 
semi-final, and Budge beat the other Yugoslav, Pallada, in 
the other. Budge’s score against Menzel in the final was 
6-3, 6-2, 6-4. The surprise of the tournament was the 
four set win of the French team of Yvon Petra and Bernard 
Destremau over Budge and Mako in the doubles final. 

At Wimbledon Budge had an even easier win than in 
1937, beating Austin with the loss of only four games. Budge 
and Mako again won the doubles, this time from Henkel 
and Metaxa. 

After beating Japan in the American Zone final, the 
Australian team of Bromwich and Quist cleaned up the 
Germans at Longwood, 5-0, without losing a set. Over the 
Labor Day week-end, Quist and Bromwich met the American 
defenders at Germantown. Budge won both his matches, 
Riggs beat Quist, and the Cup was safely held for another 
year. But the Australians won the doubles and Bromwich 
beat Riggs so that the final score was three matches to two.

revenge on Quist and Bromwich. The singles at Forest Hills 
was marked by a series of upsets. Gilbert Hunt beat Riggs. 
Bromwich, after winning from Parker and Joe Hunt, lost 
in the semi-final to Mako. The final between the two doubles 
partners was comparatively easy for Budge, although Mako 
managed to win the second set. With this win Don com- 
pleted his grand slam, a feat not equalled to this day by 
any player. 

The Pacific Southwest and Pacific Coast Championships 
once more gave a foretaste of what was to happen in the fol- 
lowing year. At Los Angeles Quist beat Budge in the semi- 
final and his compatriot, Harry Hopman, in the final. Budge 
lost again at San Francisco, this time to Hopman, the 
eventual winner. On November 10, in the office of Walter 
Pate, his Davis Cup Captain and mentor, Budge signed a 
contract to play as a professional. In three years Don had 
become one of the great players of all time. If it was the 
right moment for him to capitalize on his fame, it was 
also evident that his removal from the amateur ranks would 
leave a void difficult to fill when the Davis Cup was again 
the objectwe of an Australian challenge. 

Since Hitler’s accession to power in Germany, it became 
increasingly evident that nothing short of world domination 
would satisfy him. The appeasement at Munich in the fall of 
1938, far from bringing “peace in our time,” was only 
one episode in the increased tension which marked the 
year 1939 and culminated in the Second World War in 
September of that year. In the tennis world, Budge’s depar- 
ture from the amateur ranks left the field wide open. 

The Australian Championships in January were almost 
wholly a local affair. Bromwich won the first of his singles 
championships, and he and Quist repeated their 1938 
win of the doubles.

The Merion Cricket Club was the scene of the Challenge 
Round, with Riggs and Parker nominated for the singles. 
A third member of the team, expected to play doubles with 
Riggs, was Joe Hunt and, as a reserve, Pate had chosen 
young Jack Kramer, winner of the Boys Singles and Doubles 
in 1936 and the Junior Doubles in 1939, At the end of the 
first day the Americans were two up with three to go. Riggs 
beat Bromwich in straight sets and Parker accounted for 
Quist at 7-5 in the fifth. It seemed almost certain that Riggs 
would beat Quist on the third day, thus giving America 
the winning point, so, to save his No. 1 for this match, 
Captain Pate decided to play Hunt and Kramer in the 
doubles. Though they enthused the spectators by winning 
the first set and carrying the third to 7-5, the youngsters 
never really had a chance. The final day started with the 
score 2-1 in favor of the defenders. Now, with the war 
clouds again closing in as they had in 1914, Australia made 
history repeat itself. Riggs made a good fight against Quist, 
pulling up to two sets all after losing the first two. In the 
fifth Riggs was done, and Australia had tied the score. When 
Parker went down to Bromwich at 6-0, 6-3, 6-1, the Davis 
Cup was destined to take the long journey to Australia for 
the duration of war. 

The Nationals which followed were something of an 
anticlimax. Joe Hunt beat Jack Crawford in the second 
round, Quist needed five sets to beat John Doeg, the 1930 
Champion. Parker was put out by Gil Hunt, 6-1, 6-1, 6-1, 
and Sabin upset Quist in the round of sixteen. The semi- 
finals opposed Joe Hunt and Riggs, with Bromwich facing 
a newcomer from California, Welby Van Horn. In reaching 
the semi-final, Van Horn had beaten Sabin and Cooke, and 
he now proceeded to take the measure of the Australian 
champion. His amazing progress had caught the fancy of 
the spectators, and he was the under dog favorite when he 
met Riggs in the final. But Riggs was too strong for Van 
Horn and won the title in straight sets. There had been no 
champion from the East since Tilden’s last win in 1929.
